“Come, and let us build up the 
wall of Jerusalem, that we be no 
more a reproach’.’ Neh. 2:17. 

Because Israel sinned and rebelled 
against God, refusing to keep His 
laws and statutes, preferring to walk 
after the dictates and lust of their own 
hearts, they had become a scorn and 
derision among the heathen, and the 
sword of the Lord came upon Jerusa- 
lem, the one time chosen city of God 
which had been protected by the hand 
of the Lord, but their sins caused the 
walls to be torn down, the gates to 
be destroyed by fire, and multitudes 
of the people to be slain by the sword, 
and the residue scattered captives 
among the heathen. 

Nehemiah saw the awful desolate 
condition of the one time chosen and 
royal people, and great grief entered 
into his heart, thereby causing him to 
weep and fast before the Lord cer- 
tain days and nights. He purposed in 
his heart because the hand of the Lord 
was upon him, to go up and see what 
could be done. The first thing he did 
was to confess his own sins and those 
of Israel. Just as Jesus made Himself 
sin for the people, even so did Nehe 
miah confess his own sins though he 
was a true servant and prophet of 
God. 


Ezekiel 13:5 says, “Ye have not 
gone up into the gaps, neither made 
up the hedge for the house of Israel 
to stand in the battle in the day of 
the Lord.” What are some of the gaps? 
Envy, strife, malice, backbiting, hatred 
and bitterness. How may they be fill- 
ed? Love fills up the gaps. It is the 
fulfilling of the law, it thinketh no 
evil. It is the cement that holds the 
walls of Jerusalem together. 

In the World War when the soldiers 
were preparing for battle, they sent 
out men to make and dig trenches for 
the army to stand in, in the day of 
battle. Jesus has sent out holy men 
and women to declare the everlasting 

gospel, that gaps might be filled and 
hedges prepared for protection in the 
day of the Lord. John the Baptist came 
preaching, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord; make his paths straight. Every 
valley shall be filled, every mountain 
and hill shall be brought low and 
rough ways made smooth. When this 
is done he declares, “All flesh shall 
see the salvation of God.” Prepared- 
ness is the main theme. 

When we no longer love our breth- 
ren as we should, speaking evil one 
of the other, the walls have crumbled 
somewhat, and the gates are sagging 
on hinges of “faith which worketh by 
love.” Just as Nehemiah confessed his 
sins to God, even so must we when 
we see destruction upon the _ walls. 
When we do this, the minist#ring 
spirits get busy in the work of repair- 
ing the walls. Perhaps a harsh word 
has torn out a stone here, and an un- 
just thought has broken the corner off 
of another, some jealous criticism has 
pulled the staples out of a few of the 
gates, a slighting remark has broken 
some hinges, and in general the state 
ef the protection is very dilapidated. 

When we repent and everything is 
set to rights, the ministering spirits 
work fast, as they are anxious that we 
lose none of the joy that comes from 
fulfilling the law. We see one hurry- 
ing with a prayer that has been of- 
fered up in behalf of the brother or 
sister we didn’t love so well hefore, to 
replace a crumbled stone; another 
brings a kind word, another a smile, 
and still another a_ bottle of tears 
which have been shed over an erring 
one. We furnish the material where- 
with the walls of Jerusalem are re- 
built. 

Build up the gaps or Satan will dig 
himself in just as they did in the war. 
They employed many methods of at- 
tack, some were direct, others indi- 
rect. Satan is a wary and wise war- 
rior. He is well versed in methods of 
warfare. Many times when an army 
approached a town, it would not ad- 
vance boldly and openly upon it, but 
would go in a round about way and 
dig in. Even so does Satan. He spies 
a gap open and approaches toward it 
little by little and before we realize 
it he is in the midst of the city. This 
reminds me of the way in which the 
great city of Babylon was taken. Pow- 
erful armies had marched against it, 
put all had been defeated because the

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WHERE I$ HELL LOCATED? 





If you should come to me insisting 
that I tell publicly my belief as_ to 
where hell is located I would say, “I 
beg to be excused.” But this I will do, 
I will tell what some other folks have 
said about it. 

“The Peoples’ Encyclopedia” 
this to say about God’s wisdom. 
Quoting Job 11:8. It is as high as 
heaven; what canst thou do? deeper 
than hell; what canst thou know? 
Then making the following explana- 
tion, “There seems to be an_ allusion 
to the belief that there is a dark and 
deep abyss beneath the center of the 
earth, tenanted by departed spirits, 
but not necessarily a place of tor- 
ment.” 

Wherever it may be we learn that 
the upper division was not a place of 
torment, but that the lower division 
was. 

“Hell from beneath is moved for 
thee to meet thee at thy coming.” Isa. 
14:9. This seems to indicate that hell 
is not above or out from the earth 
but beneath the feet of the speaker. 

The Hebrew ideas concerning the 
future state were necessarily indefi- 
nite. Sheol is spoken of as the common 
subterranean home after death, of all 
human spirits, godly and ungodly.— 
(Rand’s Bible Dictionary). Subterran- 
ean, Means below the earth’s surface. 

While Jesus’ body lay within the 
tomb His spirit was preaching to the 
spirits in prison, or Sheol. Paul in 
giving an explanation of His descent 
said, “He descended INTO the lower 
parts of the earth,” 

Sheol (hell) with the Hebrews ori- 
ginally carried the thought of some- 
thing hollow. (See Cyclopedia). This, 
perhaps is why they thought that hell 
was within the hollow of the earth. 

The definition for Sheol in the 
Hebrew dictionary is given as follows: 
“The world of the dead, as if subter- 
ranean retreat.” The thought convey- 
ed here is, after death the soul of man 
retreats to the subterranean, or hollow 
place of the earth. 

Nether Parts of the Earth 

They are all delivered unto death 
to the nether parts of the earth, in 
the midst of the children of men, with 
them that go down to the pit. Ezk. 
31:14. The pit seems to be in the 
nether parts of the earth. 

Hell Is Downward 

Here is a prophecy concerning the 
Assyrian king (the antichrist) and the 
overthrow of his armies into hell. It 
says that they shall go into the “neth- 
er parts of the earth.” 

fT made the nations to shake at the 
sound of his fall, when I cast him 
down to hell with them that descend 
into the pit; and alt the trees of Eden, 
the choice and best of Lebanon, all 
that drink water shall be comforted 
in the nether parts of the earth.” This 
is the Assyrian at his first overthrow. 

Two classes are referred to in the 
above, those who went DOWN with 
the Assyrian and those referred to as 
the trees of Eden and _ Lebanon. 
Lebanon means white or purity, This 
class was made up of subjects of com- 
fort, or being comforted in some place 
after going down, and that place is re 
ferred to as the nether parts of the 
earth. 

“Nether,” means downward, beneath, 
lying beneath or in the lower part. 
Opposed to upper. “Nether world,” the 
world of the dead, generally imagined

as below or within the earth.—Web- 
ster. 

Hell is always referred to as being 
downward, and Heaven as being up- 
ward. 

Abraham said, I will go down into 
the grave. (Sheol). He did not believe 
that his son was in the grave, but that 
his soul was in Sheol, therefore he 
would go down to him. Several other 
Scriptures refer to hell as being down- 
ward. To go upward from the face of 
the earth would be to go above one’s 
head into the ethereal heavens. To go 
downward from the face of the earth 
would be to go to the subterr.§ean 
regions below the feet. 

The ancient Greek view of Hades, 
and the Roman view of Orcus or In- 
ferna, is that of a place for all the 
dead in the depth of the earth; dark, 
dreary, cheerless, shut up, inaccessible 
to prayers and_ sacrifices —The Peo 
ples’ Bible Encyclopedia. 

Since Jesus actually visited Sheol 
while His body lay within Joseph’s 
new tomb, and led captivity captive, 
we will ask, did He go up or to the 
right or left to enter Sheol? The Word 
says that He descended. Did He de 
scend from the cross to the earth only? 
The Word says, He descended INTO 
the lower parts of the earth. 

Smoke Going Up Darkens the Sun 

NOTE:—Not unto, but into. Not 
“close by, so as to be comfortable” as 
a certain man stated, but since Jesus 
went into the upper department where, 
as Ezekiel states; the inmates are 
comforted, also Abraham stated that 
Lazarus was being comforted, so also 
the wicked go into lower Sheol where 
no comfort can be expected. 

In some mysterious way the pit of 
hell shall be opened during the tribu- 
lation period. I will give Revelation 
9:2. 

“He opened the bottomless pit; and 
there arose a smoke out of the pit, as 
the smoke of a great furnace; and the 

sun and the air were darkened by 
reason of the smoke of the pit.” 

Pit is used synonymous with Sheol. 
Into some portion of Sheol shall Satan 
be cast to remain during the Millen- 
nium. This pit is a bottomless pit. I 
will ask can we conceive of anything 
having no bottom, yet beings may be 
confined within such a pit. The only 
thing that I can think of having no 
bottom is a sphere, or hollow ball. 
Since the earth is continually rotating 
who can tell where the bottom is? 

NOTE:—The smoke from this pit 
is to be as the smoke of a great fur- 
nace, its going up darkens the ele 
ments above until the sun fades from 
view because of its density. Man on 
the earth will realize that the smoke 
is ascending, not coming out from 
some star in the heaven but arising 
from the sphere on which he stands. 

From the fact that smoke is to come 
from Sheol, (pit) is it not conclusive 
evidence that there are burning flames 
producing the smoke? 

A Deep Subject 

One more thought, then we shall 
close. The Lord says in Amos 9:2, 
“Though they dig into hel, thence 
will my hand take them; though they 
climb up to heaven, thence will I 
bring them down.” I will ask, how 
did Jacob see the angels going up to 
Heaven? Answer:—they were climbing 
up on a ladder. I will ask further, do

SOMERSET, Ky.—I want to write a 
few words today as it might be of in- 
terest to some, at least to those who 
know me in the mountains of Ken- 
tucky. I try to be faithful to my duty 
as a pastor, though I am not knowr 
very well to the churches at large. 

I will first give a report of the Som- 
erset District meeting which conven- 
ed on the 14th and 15th of January. 
The meeting opened with singing and 
prayer, after which Brother J. F. 
Abbott brought an interesting message 
from the subject “The grace of God.” 
Titus 2:11. This was followed by 
Brother W. G. Rembert whose sub- 
ject was “They that trust in the Lord 
shall not be moved.” This thought 
stirred up our pure minds concerning 
much neglect and what we owe the 
Lord. 

The night service opened with sing- 
ing and prayer, with the sick being 
healed. A praise service was conduct- 
ed by the evangelist, Sister Mable 
Hatcher, who has just entered her 
seventeenth year. There was much re- 
joicing and praises unto the Lord. 
Then we had an interesting sermon 
by our state overseer, Brother R. H. 
Bell, whose subject was “The Church 
and its message,” St. John 16:8. We 
are pleased with our state overseer 

Sunday at 11:00 a. m. the writer 
brought the message on “God left him, 
to try him, that he might know all 
that was in his heart.” 2 Cor. 32:31, 
last clause. Then Brother Rembert 
followed with an interesting sermon 
on “The footman.” Heb. 12:1, last 
clause. This made us feel that we 
would some day reach the goal, if we 
were faithful. The night service open- 





ed with singing and prayer, then fol- Ld 


lowed a very interesting message 
brought by R. H. Bell. His subject 
was “The strife of the two natures 
under the law.” He read the seventh 
chapter of Romans and _ preached 
from a chart. Sister Mable Hatcher 
followed. Her subject was “Our rest.” 
Heb. 4:5. The meeting closed with an 
altar call and an anouncement for a 
revival. 


The church has been drilled in much 
prayer for two weeks prior to this, 
but when I first came here and found 
that the church was heavy in debt, we 
all talked it over and decided that we 
had better work at the finance part 
and lift the debt this year rather than 
spend the money for revivals. This 
didn’t seem to work, for every time 
we would meet, there seemed to be a 
breeze for a revival and we just said, 
“Lord have your way, you can work 
the financial part too.” 


Sister Mable Hatcher, a girl just 
out of high school, from my home 
town, Williamsburg, Ky., was selected, 
and she came with much interest and 
souls on her heart. It was wonderful 
how the Lord helped her to give out 
the messages from time to time. The 
house was packed from the very be- 
ginning and the altar was filled with 
hungry souls seeking God. We tried 
to make every move count for lost 
humanity. For two weeks, the battle 
waxed hotter and hotter, until many 
times people would stand in awe at 
the presence and power of God with 
His saints. The colored brethren help- 
ed with their singing and testimonies, 
but they began a meeting at their 
home church and had to leave us also, 
we were disturbed by the enemy bring- 
ing moon-shine whisky in. 

Night after night the altar was fill- 
ed with seekers. Sister Hatcher with 
many others, had the work at heart, 
and as Brother R. P. Johnson said at 
the Assembly of 1926, the way to have 
a good revival is to have God with 
you and you will never fail. So when 
the smoke of the battle was cleared 
away, a great number had sought God 
and obtained the victory. The spiritual 
temperature is rising and there are 
signs for victory ahead. 


In the struggle for right, we have 
won; nineteen have been saved, ten 
sanctified, seven received the Holy 
Ghost and seven joined the Church. I 
believe others will follow and _ the 
beautiful thing is that the ones who 
came into the church, were men and 
women with families, and we were 
glad for the young folks too. Water is 
not handy here for baptizing and I 
wished for a concrete pool made just 
below the house, like the one Brother 
J. L. Goins made at Blue Diamond, 
Ky., on account of the scarcity of 
water, although I told the people that 
they would not spoil until we had a 
day suitable for going to the water 
about four miles away. I don’t ad- 
vocate the warm water pool, but I do 
feel that it would be all right to have 
one with running water from the city 
fountain. 

I feel that there is coming a better 
day for the church at Somerset, as 
there is a warming-up among those 
who have been distant toward each 
other in time past on account of the 
stroke of the enemy. I can feel that 
there is a kindred spirit that exists 
between all the holiness people here 
and which makes us feel that we need 
each other’s help and prayers. We 
know that God wants us to all be one 
and serve Him in the beauty of holi- 
ness, and that as long as people are 
at loggerheads with each other 
the Lord can not do anything for His 
peeple. I want all the Evangel family

men dig into the air? You say,“no they 
dig into the earth.” Speaking in sub- 
junctive terms, I will ask, into what 
place were men in the text digging? 
They were digging into hell. It is 
claimed that the crust of the earth 
is twenty miles thick.

I have had the pleasure of attend- 
ing the Church of God Bible Training 
School for a period of about seventeen 
months, and if I could manufacture 
words and sentences, I am sure I 
would be unable to find those that 
would express my love for the school. 

Three helps or benefits received 
here are: (1) Ones knowledge of Eng- 
lish, spelling and history, connected 
with the Bible, is developed much. 
This enables one to speak better, or 
go by the laws of English, spell and 
pronounce words more correctly, and 
to know something - of past events; 
these, with the Bible, give one a 
broader view and more general knowl-

Let 
us, as those who love you and are in- 
terested in your success for the Mas- 
ter, ask you to pray God to let you 
better prepare yourself, and we're 
sure you could not find a better place 
anywhere, that the Lord would be bet- 
ter pleased with your training, than 
here. Possibly, some of you remember 
last Assembly during our discourse we 
said that we felt the responsibility 
settling down upon us—we still feel it. 
It is on our hearts to-night. It hasn’t 
at all been smooth sailing; we have 
had our burdens and heartaches, but 
the Lord has helped us. We have con- 
scientiously delivered our souls, in 
helping those who have sgught our aid 
and we belieye the students love us 
for it. Within a short time we shall 
begin a review for the final examina. 
tion and with the work of the program 
we ask you to pray that we shall be 
at our best. 

Since there have been so many re- 
quests for the school to play again 
“John on the Isle of Patmos,” Brother 
Lee has revised it and has added some 
essential scenes that will make the 
play much more interesting. It so 
strikingly portrays the once dark, mys- 
tical book of Revelation until every 
minister and Bible reader should 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
ef seeing these scenes acted. There 
are other important features of the 
program, “The Hope of the World” a 
pageant in one act, is very impressive 
and its valuable information is acted 
and shown in vivid, clear and concise 
manner.

It is a pleasure 
to me to be a living witness of the 
wonderful power of Jesus to the chil- 


dren of men. Six years ago my health 
began to fail me, being afflicted with 
appendicitis, flu and other troubles 
until I almost gave up in despair, as 
my lungs were left in a serious condi- 
tion after a bad case of flu which came 
near going into pneumonia. Through 
all this I trusted in the Lord and He 
did not fail me. My average weight 
was from 97 to 107. In 1926 I began 
to improve and now I weigh 143 Ibs.

I have suffered, no one knows but 
Jesus, just how much I have endured 
for His sake. The pains at times were 
30 severe that it seemed I could stand 
it no longer, and I had begun to think 
that my future would just be a life 
of affliction to endure, so I just con- 
tinued to endure, as I had done all 
that I knew to do. I found in the 
Scripture where it said for those who 
were afflicted to pray, so I began to 
get willing for the Lord’s will to be 
done, and began to pray. I wrote to 
Brother and Sister P. W. Chesser to 
pray for me, and up until that time I 
had not known an easy hour at a 
time, but was enduring for Jesus’ sake, 
not enjoying life only in Jesus. The 
Lord certainly did not leave me com- 
fortless through it all, for I could feel 
His presence, and the Comforter still 
abides and the joybells of salvation 
are ringing in my soul. I had no rest 
for my body, but I had soul rest thru 
it all.

Their own ways recom- 
pensed—“There is a way that seemeth 
right unto men but the end thereof 
is death.” Let us say, “Not our will, 
but thine be done.” When the gaps 
are filled the Lord says there shall be 
no more wasting and destruction Wwith- 
in the borders. \ 

Of what are the walls and gates com- 
posed? Isa. 26:1, “Salvation will God 
appoint for walls and bulwarks.”’ Isa. 
60:18, “But thou shalt call thy walls 
Salvation, and thy gates Praise.” 

What will happen when the walls 
are rebuilt and the gates are back on 
the hinges? Therefore the redeemed of 
the Lord shall return, and come with 
singing unto Zion: and everlasting joy 
shall be upon their head: they shall 
obtain gladness and joy; and sorrow 
and mourning shall flee away.” I im- 
agine I can see the multitudes of the 
redeemed marching along the high- 
way (of holiness), waving their palm 
branches and singing ‘“‘Hosanna! Hos- 
anna unto the King!” Also there shall 
be no more reproach, the text says. 
Our names may be cast out as evil, but 
as long as the gaps are filled, it is 
not reproach.
